coild be excluded, aud where the aperture was
made sumelently large,  Thus an lmage of  the

sun wis obtained, EHowing the doarkened surface
and the progress of the moon across the solar dise.
The use of the prism Lo decompose the rays into i1s
spectrim of Colors, showed no variableness in the
prightness ol the shadings even ab the helight of the
eclipse in thig city ; nor could any practical diferenee
be expected, a8 even one-twellth of the sun'a dis:
furntshes an llinmionnting power siperior o th
obscurity oceasioned by a heavy thuuder-gnst.  The
gErentest obgcaration was only momentarily visible,
a8 the heavy clonds (o the west for n while inter-
vened, From time to time the sun wonld break
shroungh, and the only noticenble emect then visible
was of & peoulinr yellowness given to the sky, which
was mainly owing to the differont shadlongs in the
smoked glass, The whole «disc of the sun o s
natural brightness wias visible without a tarnisling
spot # few minutes before T P M., and I ten
minntes Iater the gorgeousiy-tintad clouds of (wis
ght told that sunlight was gone for the day.

An Interview with Brighom —His Personnl Ap-
pearnnce and Deportment,
Salt Lake City (July 20) Bditarial Correapondence

Mr. George Q. Cannon, editor of the Deserot
News, who has kindly alded us to seo the prin-
cipnl objects of interest in and about Balt l.ulm
City, took us f‘l!ttnrduy to see Brigham Young.

ture of walnut, scroll pattern, uphelstored in
browp reps. The front part of tho division, nsed
apparently as an andlence ehamber, had chaira
and lounges, and in the centre a stand holding n
vaze, o foot high, with an Immense bouguet,
built up In the shape of a spruce tree, of open-
alr flowers, donbtless from  his own gar-
dens, On ecach side of the Inner room
was n desk, one occupled by Brigham and the
other by his secvetnry, The furniture seomed to
mostly of pine, with some pretensions (o
ecarving or cabinet digplay, The desks were pe-
cullar in shape, the table being supported by
whint appearcd to boe verd antigue pillars, bt
renlly wood painted in imitation of that stone.
ATl the furnltore ia made Lerg, it being the palicy
of Young to uze anly home "manufactures, On
the walls, near the celling, werns cuspended por-
Lrades leading Mormons, including those of
the presont “Quornm of Twelve Apostles,” the
post of honor being occupled by the pictures of
dJoseph and Tlram Smith. The portraits wete
evidently painted by native wrtists, the like
nesses bving fair, bul the exacntion of the sicn-
board order. Lower on the walls were pietures
of Andrew John=on and Ben Hallad sy, Oof atage-
